PURE WATER. 


Every Home Can Have 1t With Little 
Trouble and Expense, 

A good filter is an expensive thing, 
& poor one is of little or no account, 
and almost any filter, unless it is kept 
clean, is more destructive of life and 
health than the water it filters, The 
care of the filter can never be given 
over to the care of irresponsible serv- 
ants, It soon begins to smell foul, 
and {ft is ultimatetiy given up with 
disgust, as costing more than it 
comes to, 

It is within the power of every house- 
feeper to provide the family with 
pure and sparkling water at the ex- 
pense of but a few cents a year and 
the smallest amount of attention every 
day. 

In France the ourifying of water in 
this way is cared on to a considera 
ble extent and with elaborate and ex 
pensive machinery, But with no ma- 
chinery at all the housewife can pro 
duce practically the same result. 

Take any vessel you may chance to 
have handy, I have found a stone pot, 
which you can buy any place for 10 
cents, one that slopes down the sides 
to a small base at the bottom, about 
the best of anything, Be sure that 
your vessel is clean, Fill it nearly full 
with water from the faucet, 

The rule for mixing the precipitating 
purifier which yeu are about to use Is 
1 to 6,000, It is more than likely that 
you will have no way to nacertain 
these exact proportions, but do not let 
that discourage you. A little expert 
ence [a worth a good deal in this world 
whether the work be done is compli 
cated or simple, A few doys of trial in 
using the separator will serve (9 guide 
you all right. 

For a starter, say that to a pitcher 
holding a quart of water you take a 
small amount of pulverized alum, 
about what would go on the rounded 
point of the blade of a pocketknife, 
tows it Into the water and mix it thor. 
oughly. This you can do with a spoon, 
an egg beater or a whip cream churn, 
The only thing is to see that the alum 
ia thoroughly mized with the water, 
and it takes considerable stirring to do 
this, 

If you notice little moss islands in 
the water, which same little Islands do 
not seem to want to go to the bottom 
with thelr companions, you will know 
that you have not properly mixed the 
alum with the water, As water costs 
nothing and the alum but the merest 
trifle, you can throw the water away 
and “set” some more. But you need 
not do this, All you have to do is to 
stir it all up good again. 

When the work is properly done the 
water is crystal clear and has a live 
taste, One thing that wakes distilied 
water so unpalatable is the absolutely 
dead taste it has. 

Another great advantage of water 
thus prepared is that it ts not subject 
to autotnfection or self contamination, 
which is such a great enemy to most 
filtered waters, This water will remain 
pure even though exposed to the alr in 
open vessels for thirty-aix hours, 

Although so small an amount of alum 
would not burt you if you were to 
drink every particle of it, be not 
alarmed, You do not get any of the 
alum when you drink, for the water 
upon analysis ts found to be chemically 
free from alum, The alum has settled 
to the bottom in an insoluble com- 
pound with the filth and impurities it 
has carried with f. 

In half an hour or less you will see 
& deposit on the sides and bottom of 
your pan or pot ia which you have 
“set” your water, If you will shake 
the vessel a bit you will see this de 
powlt go to the bottom, If you can 
spare the time the water should stand 
for about six hours before it ia de 
canted, Then place la clean botties 
on the ice, 

In this way you drink a pure, cold, 
sparkling water without the coutaml- 
nation that Is bound to come from 
putting ice in the drinking water uo 
lens the ice has been manufactured 
from filtered water,—Ruth Everett in 
New York World.

AN EXCELLENT FEEDER. 


A Simple Device That Has Served its 
Purpose Admirably in the 
Poultry Yard. 


As I could find {n none of my papers 
of books a description of 4 feeder to 
| my notion, 1 set about to devise and 
| build one, says B. ©. Whitney in Amert- 
lean Poultry Journal. 1 succeeded to 
| my entire satisfaction. The accompany. 
| ing Miustrations and description will 
} le any one to build siiniiar ones. 
| Mine are eight feet long, twenty Incher 
| high and twelve inches wide, and wil! 
| each accommodate thirty-two hens or 
forty-eight half grown chicks without 
crowding. Calculate four hens to each 
t ix, two on each side of feed- 
| er—or six chicks, and build any length 
desired. It requires but little more 
labor to Sulld a long one than a short 
one, though a five or six foot feeder 
| would be more convenlent for one per- 
| son to carry, 
Of dressed lumber seven-elghths or 
| one inch thick it requires two pleces 
12 by 19 inches, one plece twelve 
inches wide and eight feet long, one 
nine inches by eight feet, three four 
inches by eight feet and sixtéen lathes 
| which are two tnches by four feet. 
Cut notches 1 by 4 Inches in the top 
corners of the two 12 by 19 end boards 
and nail cleats below a line five inches 
from the bottom ends, Bevel four laths 
and nail them on the twelve inch by

Crushed Grain For Horses, 


The following suggestive remarka ov 
the proveries of food for horses ta 
taken from Hayes’ book ov stable man- 
agement, and will be found helpful to 
horsemen: 


My experience in countries where 
the ing in water of grain given os 
food for horses is generally adopted 
has convinced me that this practice ts 
hurtful to digestion, because it not only 
saturates the grain with water, but also 
facilitates the swallowing of the food 
before the grain has been fully maati- 
cated. Gram in india and ‘corn in 
South Africa are the chief grains that 
are soaked In water before belog given 
to horses. Both are best prepared by 
being broken and by being given dry 
with bran, chop, or, in the case of 
maise, with the cob cut up, Druleing 
la specially applicable to oats, as it in 
creases the dimculty of swallowing 
this grain without thorough mastica. 
tion, and by breaking ita husk It ex-

of almost all the graines given to

SIR RICHARD TANGYE. 


Industrial Romance of Man Who 
Launched the Great Eastern. 


Sir Richard Tangye, inventor, au- | 
thor, engineer, millionaire and phil- 
anthropist, has just passed away st 
the age of seventy-three. d 

His life history is a romance of in- 
dustry. The son of a smell farmer et 
Redruth, Cornwall, he began experi- 
menting with machinery as a boy in a 
shed attached to the farm. A broken 
arm at length prohibited hard manual 
labor, and he became a pupil teacher 
at £1 a week. 

Reaching the salary of £80 a year 
a4 a clerk in a Birmingham engineer | 
ing firm, Sir Richard struck out for 
himself, setting up as an “iron and | 
steel merchant” in a room, for which | 
he paid four shillings a week is 
brothers George and Joseph joined 
Lim, and the Crimean war gave thern 
their first step to success. Huge quan- 
tities of lint were needed, and the bro- 
thers invented a mavhine which would 
turn it out faster than the existing 
methods, But that white elephant, the 
Great Eastern, gave the firm a world- 
wide advertisement which ensured 
success. 

“We launched the Great Eastern, 
and she launched us,” Sir Richard was | 
fond of saying. Thg great vessel la 
complete on the stocks, from whieh 
ehe refused to budge. Brunel, superin- 
tending the leanek, was in despair, 
when he remembered a certain hy- 
draulic lifting jack which he had come 
across in Cornwall, It was the Tangye 
jack, and its application by the firm 
which had invented it resulted in the 
Great Eastern being induced to enter | 
the water | 

Subsequently one clever invention 
followed another, until the firm en: 
rh a world-wide reputation, There 
# no country where their gas and vil 
engines are not known to-day, ant 
branches of the central firm have long 
existed in Sydney, Johannesburg, and 
other places. The Birmingham works 
alone employ 3,000 men, and the capi- 
tal of the allied companies ie £600,000 

Sir Richard has described his own 
career in “One and All. He was a well 
known authority on the Cromwellian 
epoch, valuable relics of which are 
stored in hie home at Coombe Ban 
His book, “The Two Protectors: Oll- 
ver and Richard Cromwell,” has had 
a large circulation. His literary work 
included also a volume of “Reminis 
conces of Travel in America, Austra 
lia, and Egypt.” His career was 
crowned in 144 when he received the

| Even if we have simplicity in laws and 


procedure, even if we have a public 
prosecutor, over and above this to 
support {t is needed the strong force 
of a vigilant and enlightened public 
opinion. The people of this country 
and any other country can have clean 
elections if they want them, It te due 
of every citizen, whether he be In poll- 
tles or out of politics, whether he speak 
from a public platform, or tn school, 
or on the market, to advocate by word 
and example pure election methods, 
and to see that such methods are car- 
red out In every election in which he 
takes part.” 

Mr. Borden appreciates the diMeul- 
tles that beset party leaders in pow. 
when it comes to the question of > 
polntments to office, for he sald: “it 
is dificult for any party in power In 
this or in any country, while the eye- 
tem of appointments by party favor 
are In vogue, to avold the temptation 
of seeking party advantage tn such ap- 
polntments or to restet the pressure 
whieh party men will bring to bear to 
secure such positions, By adopting 
civil service reform members of Par- 
Hament would rid themselves of « 
great burden and party leaders would 
be rid of a great responsibility.”

Drugs and Inebriety. 

Dr, Mary Gordon, in speaking on the 
drum treatment of inebriety at a meet- 
Ing of the Soclety for the Study of 
Inebriety in England, sald many so- 
called cures contained § strychnine, 
some contained brucine and gold salts, 
and @ few atropine, but the majority 
contained large percentages of alcohol. 
Btrychnine was a very old remedy, and 
an ingredient of most drug cures, and 
seems to be a popular drug. It had « 
sedative rather than a@ tonle effect, and 
she herself only gave it as a “sobering 
agent” to two patients, each time tn an 
emergency. 

Cinchona appeared to be a useful

Danish dairymen. All utenstis, and the 
walis and floors of glazed bricks, are 
dally cleansed with the ald of a pow- 
ferful jet of scaldiog water from the 
bollers. 

Some people have stated that large 
quantities of Rassiag and Finnish but- 
ters are shippea from Copenhagen as 
Danish butter, but this ts absolutely 
untrue. In the first place there is no 
butter arriving as good or as fresh 
from those countries as Danish butter, 
And an expert could not be deceived, 
it is true that many attempts have 
been made by unscrupulous merchants 
to deceive tgnorant and tnexperienced 
buyers; but it was suggested that 
every cask of Danish butter should 
have a stave bearing a mark of origin 
from top to bottom, and now almost 
every dairy uses the apectar “Lur 
brand” on the alde of the casks, which 
{a the “hallmark” of Danish butter. 

Kvery week a committes of mer- 
chants in Copenhagen decide the price 
to be pald to the dairies after recelving 
the reports from the various markets 
in Great Britain, This price, however, 
is only nominal, and as much as five 
shillings per ewt. I pald above the 
quotation 

The Danes have by thelr todustry 
and enterprise, asstated by an fodule 
ent government, suceeeded fo gatning 
with their butter the topmost position 
tn the English market, and I have been 
endeavoring to find out the cause of 
this, | was fortunate enough to get to 
communteation with one of the larg 
est importers of Danish butter ln Great 
Britain, and | send you the wain 
points of his conversation from notes 
which I have taken, 

tn the firet place the Daues see to 
it that the English housewife ts able 
throughout the whole of the year to 
secure an article of uniform quality 
and fresh made every week, Denmark 
has « aystem of balancing her milk 
supply. Inetead of having all her cows 
to calve in epring, she has almost an 

nal sumber calving {tn autamn, 
which fs the source of her additional 
supply at a period when ber compett 
tora (of the summer) are not In a pos! 
tlon at present to successfully com 
pete, Her exports to this country are, 
indeed almost os latge in winter as at 
any other period of the year--a very 
great advantage 

The firat consideration when a fac 
tory (for Danish butter ts factory 
made) bas to be erected te to fod a 
plentiful supply of pure water, Then 
& community of farmers arrange to de 
liver thelr milk dally, the product to 
be divided pro rata. The factories are 
subjected to surprise visits by off 
clals appointed by the government, 
and any Irregularity would be report 
ed and severely dealt with, Also a 
dairyman can call upon an expert tn 
his district to visit the factory and 
find out the source of any dimeulty 
which prevents the production of the 
desired quality. 

Surprise examinations are alec tnat!- 
tuted by the government, and at asy 
moment a telegram may be received 
asking for a cask of that day's make

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ing given for quality, texture and dry- 
ness. Yearly the sum total of pointe ts 
published, and gold, ativer, and bronze 
medals are awarded for them. Each

PAPER FROM WOOD. 


| How Great Forests Are Turned Inte 


Printing Material—Visit te 
a Pulp Mill. 


The paper you hold !n your hand as 
you read this fe made of wood. It te 
the product of @ grvund-up or macer- 
ated tree, and if you look very closely 
you can see the wood fibres, like small 
splinters, all through the paper, but 


the printing does not cover the aur. 
face. And not only are all n«wspapers 
made of wood pulp, but #o are almost 


ll other cheap papers. Book papers are | feeding a 


generally made from wood: so are wall 
papers, ohenp writing papers, wrapping 
papers, and @ variety of others, But 
the main use of wood-pulp paper ts for 
printing. 

In 1845 the first important steps were 
taken [n the manufacture of paper from 
wood, In that year Keller of Saxony 
took out @ patent for making paper 
from wood-plup. His success led othore 
to Investigate, unt!) two methods of ob- 
taining paper-making material from 
wood were devised—the mechanical and 
the ohemical processes. 

Mechanical Process Simple. 

The mechanical process is a simple 
one, and consists merely of grinding 
the wood with water until {t Is reduced 
to & pulpy mass. The pulp mille are 
situated near to the place where the 
wood grows, and generally on a good 
water power site. The product of the 
mechanical pulp mills is not held to be 
ae high grade as the chemical pulp, 
whioh te produced by a quite different 
process, giving a longer anf tougher 
fibre. For most cheap papers the me 
chanical pulp fe used as a basis, with 
about one-third of chemical pulp added 
to give strength and toughness 

‘The chemical processes are two. One 
of them uses caustic soda and the other 
sulphurous acid to separate the weslear 
matter from the fibre. The caustic sods 
process, whitoh gives its name to sodas 
pulp, le used mainly for poplar. 

Typical Pulp Mill. 

The plant of a typical sulphite puly 
mill, situated near fis source of sup 
ply, consiete of a saw for cutting the 
logs Into @ size easily bandied, a wood 
Preparing, or rorring. room. tn whiet 
the bark |e stripped off. and a chippar 
to reduce the wood to smal! pleces for 
the acid tn the digester The digester 
plant has @ tower in which sulphur te 
burned at the base, and the fumes paee 
up through cooling pipes, to meet water 
which pereolates through limestone 
from the top. This forms suiphurous 
sold, whioh te drawn off into the diges 
ter filed with chips. Steam te turned 
On under pressure, and the whole mass 
le cooked untli suMfictentiy digested 
when the cooked pulp ls blown out and 
Washed with water Other processes 
follow, in whioh the Abre ts formed inte 
sheets and te sqdeered (hrough power 
presses to remove the water The puls 
may be then shipped to the paper init! 
where it Is biesehed and otherwise pre 
pared for special uses, or to faotorter 
which make use of the material in the 
manufacture of pails. dishes, boxes pte 
ture frames, mattings, car wheels 
steam and water pipes, telegraph poles 
electrio condults, tneulators, coffins 
shoe heels, horse shores, spools, tiv 
handles, buttons, pulleys. paving blocks 
surgeons splints, astronomical obser 
vatory domes, and hundiede of othe 
things. 

Four Hundred Materials. 

Four hundred or more raw materials 
@re used In the manufacture of paper 
pulp, but wood furnishes by far the 
greater quaniiiy. Many woods tave 
been tried, including spruce, poptar 
dase-wood, balsam, pine, beech, willow 
cedar, hemlock, maple, bireh and ae 
pen. Of these spruce ts most used. Hal. 
sam ts also good, Both are valuable 
for their spectal quality of Abre and for 
thelr lack of color being nearly white 
and therefore not diMoult or expensive 
to bleach , 

Even with the seemingly exhauations 
spruce forests of Canada it does not 
need an expert statistician to foresee 
the day, not far in the future, when the 
spruce pulp supply will be exhausted, 
OF at least #9 depleted that the cost of 
the Wood wi!! be prohibitive, Therefore. 
experiments are being made on the 
pulp-making possibilities of 
Woods, With reference to obtaining, firet 
@ pulp that will approximate spruce 
pulp to supplement it; second, other 
fibres that may have qualities peou- 
larly adapted to special kinds of pa 
permaking; third, a pulp of marketable 
Value as a by-product from the. waste 
material of jumbering and milling op 
erations 

So far (here seems to be more posst 
Dilities In balsam, to supplement spruce 
than in any other wood. Yet the moat 
interesting possibilities of the investi. 
gations lie in the line of discovering 
other fibres that may have properties 
peculiarly adapted to special kinds of 
paper-making.

A REMARKABLE THANKSGIVING 
SERMON BY REV. CANON CODY. 


Which Will Make For Canada’s Real 
Greatnese—The Nation's Past—Can. | 
ada’s Heritage—Periis of the Future 

—"Lest Thou Forget!"—"Lest Thou | 
Forge.” 


“Beware lest thou forget the Lord 
Which brought thee forth out of the 
land of Egypt, out of the house of 
bondage.”"—Deut. vi, 12. 

“Lest thou forget.” This ancient 
warning, made the theme of Kipling’s 
glorious “Receasional,” is always in 
place after a period of abounding pros- 
perity. Memory ts a faculty vitally 
bound up with our personality. We are 
Persons because we can remember. 
Lethe, the fabled river of forgetfulness, 
would be only another term for annint- | 
lation. All our inscriptions, monua- 
ments and records originated in man's 
inatinotive effort to keep himself from 
forgetting. “The muse of history bears 
on her lips this watchword — forget | 
not.”

Hoe is 
ja mail contractor, and his interest 
was aroused by an article on free ru- 
ral mail delivery. Now he is en- 
gaged in the sort of rural mail = de- 
livery we have at present—that is, 
delivery at rural post offices, to 
which the farmers must drive when 
they are #o unreasonable as to want 
their inail~and he is able thus to 
fhed Jight on the problem from a 
practical standpoint. And the light 
he sheds is that in his own province 
at all events @ free rural mail de- 
livery stiiuld be preceded by good 
roads. ; 

Mr. Bellinger brings the case down 
to details. He says that he has 
now to thayel eleyin. miles and re- 
turn, and’ tha€ it takes hin from six 
to eight hours to.do it. If he had 
good roads on his route, he calcu- 
lates thet he could cover his twenty- 
two miles in four hours—a reasonable 
estimate surely—to may nothing of 
the saving on ‘hories,rige and har- 
ness. Thus it is plain at 
once thatthe question of good roads 
must play an important part in the 
decision whether the country can af- 
ford to establish a rural mall de. 
livery. The objection at the pre 
sent time ig the cont; but the cost 
would be very much reduced if the 
convenienges of the gurel postman 
were made to lest longer and if the 
time required ®y the postman to 
travel a Axed circuit were cut in 
two by thm simple expedient of giv- 
ing him good roads over which to 
drive.

In this matter of 
good roads, in some parts of the 
country, they leave the whole burden 
to the farmers’ own rural councils 
and then grumble at the result. In 
the Maritime Provinces, they do bet- 
ter, as, indeed, they do better in 
many things down there. But the 
Dominion Parliament is too impor- 
a to bother with the matter at 
all, 

It all comes back to the old con- 
tention that unless and until the far- 
miners miake themselves felt politically 
they must expect to be neglected. If 
food roads be not the business. of 
the Dominion Parliame.t, rural mail 
delivery certainly comes within its 
constitutional duty, There, at ail 
events, is something it can do for the 
farmers; and if it finds ¢hat its rural 
|mail carriers put in too big dilla for 
repair expenses to their carts, or 
consunfe too much time covering a 
small territory because of the 
wretched condition of the roads, it 
may come to take an interest in the 
highways.

(8) The Canadian publisher has 
no Vested right to a continuance for 
ever of the extraordinary privilege 
granted when conditions were vastly 
different to those that exist today, 
It was a privilege granted when it

(4) The problem to which the Ca- 
nadian Postmaster-General had to 
find a solution was not simply the 
continuance or discontinuance of the 
old rate, A change was a foregone 
conclusion, an absolute business ne 
cossity, He had to decide whether 
he would raise the rate to the Unit. 
ed States or raise the domestic rate 

The Postinasterdieneral chose aw he 
did, and I, as a country publisher 
frankly admit that my hastily formed 
first opinion of an error, based = on 
incomplete information, In the light 
of fuller knowledge I heartily endorse 
the action of Mr. Lamieux

cans.j' Surely it is beyond the rea- 
sonable, if Canadians are really — in 
earnest in their expressed desire to 
furpieh the facilities and pay the cont 
of their own undoing,
